President Roy Declares Freshman 
Days Success; Classification of 
Upper-Classmen in One Day 

Natchitoches, La., Sept 22. Late 
enrollment Thursday at the Louisi- 
ana State Normal College brought 
the total matriculation of students 
for the fall quarter to 1,647. Of 
this number 975 are enrolled in the 
college department, 235 in the high 
school, and 463 in the training 
school. It is believed that the num- 
ber will top 1,700 by the beginning 
of the third week with the college 
department going over the thousand 
mark. 

Freshman days instituted at the 
Normal for the first time this year 
were a decided success, according to 
President V. L. Roy. The beginners 
were introduced to the traditions and 
customs of the college before the 
arrival of the old students. Choice 
of courses was given careful consid- 
eration by the faculty advisors and 
special curricula committees. 

The special system of faculty ad- 
visors at the State Normal made 
possible the registration and classi- 
fication of upper classmen in a 
single day and regular class room 
work was assigned Wednesday with 
full time classes Thursday. 

The fall term finds few changes 
in the teaching staff of ninety mem- 
bers, only four new instructors be- 
ing placed in positions of teachers 
resigned or on leaves of absence. 
Miss Roach, of the University of 
Texas, will head the department of 
Spanish during the leave of Ernesto 
Dobles, and Dr. M. J. Ingerson, of 
the University of Michigan will fill 
the position of Orton K. Stark in the 
department of biology. R. M. Combs 
is another addition to the department 
of biology. Albert M. Fulton, of 
Hastings College, Iowa, is the new 
head of the speech department. 

Several changes have been made in 
the campus at Normal. The new fire- 
proof dormitory accomodating 150 
women is complete and the new edu- 
cation building is well under con- 
struction. A new stadium accomo- 
dating 1,200 fans will be ready for 
the first football game and several 
changes have been made on the 
athletic field.

carries only a small appropriation 
to pay the salaries of the office force 
and to conduct and unify educational 
research work throughout the coun- 
try. 

"The one main fact concerning 
this Education Bill is that it does not 
seek to do what its opponents charge 
to be its nefarious purpose, to-wit: 
To establish national control and 
censorship of public education in the 
United States. This is the one thing 
that no educator, north or south, 
east or west; no statesman or poli- 
tician ; and no patriotic citizen, 
would ever advocate or approve. 
Why, then, can it be assumed that 
this straw man, which has been set 
up merely to be shot at, can be of 
any consequence? 

"Of all the great nations of the 
world today, the United States is the 
only one without a cabinet officer 
charged with the duty of fostering, 
encouraging and promoting educa- 
tion. Here, these important func- 
tions are delegated to a commissioner 
and not to an officer of the govern- 
ment having a seat in the President's 
cabinet. Since education, as Frank 
Crane has said, is the real business 
of every man and woman in our 
country, why should the national 
legislature and the national govern- 
ment relegate it to an inferior and 
subordinate place, giving the right- 
o-way to the army, the navy, la- 
bor, commerce, and interior develop- 
ments? 

"Every voter in the country who 
has convictions on this subject 
should let his congressman and Uni- 
ted States senators know what his 
views are."

Demons Have Only One Real Chance 
To Score, But Ruston Halts 
March 

An infuriated Bulldog, smarting 
from the lashings from Coach Prath 
er's Normal Demons in former years, 
left its lair at Ruston Saturday and 
appeased his fury by running wild 
over the State Normal eleven, 33 to 
0. 

Twenty-two Bulldogs, headed by 
Boss, who carried the ball for most 
of the visitors' gains, got into the 
fray Saturday in the first game of 
the season on Normal's field, which 
was greatly improved during the 
summer months, a new stadium seat- 
ing more than 1,500 fans being the 
chief improvement. 

Coach Prather used but 13 men 
against the Bulldogs, Storey being 
forced out in the early part of the 
contest with a broken nose and being 
replaced by Hughes. Sims, a quarter 
back, was relieved by Turpin in the 
last quarter, when he was almost 
knocked out by Boss, who came 
through the line on one of his de 
layed bucks. 

McKellar, fullback, connected with 
Ratcliff in the last quarter, when he 
was returning the ball after receiv- 
ing a punt and was forced from the 
game, Bernard getting his place. 

The half ended with Tech leading 
by two touchdowns, one in each quar- 
ter. For the first quarter and five 
minutes of the second Normal seemed 
at a loss to stop the Bulldogs, but the 
Demons took the ball after the sec- 
ond touchdown and marched down 
the field, using the air route until 
they had placed the ball on Tech's 
fiveyard line in less than a dozen 
plays, where the Bulldogs stopped 
them after three attempts at the line 
and a forward pass that fell in the 
end zone, giving the ball to Tech on 
her 20-yard line. This was the one 
and only real chance the Demons had 
of crossing the Bulldogs' goal. 

The Bulldogs resorted to straight 
football, using the air on few occa- 
sions, and then only for small gains. 
Boss was called on time and time 
again to go through the line and he 
generally registered much yardage. 
Ratcliff, at right half, was his able 
assistant and generally had little dif- 
ficulty going through the big holes 
the Techmen ripped in the Demons' 
line. 

For Normal, the work of McKellar, 
at fullback, stands out perhaps above 
all others on his team. "Big Boy 
Mack" went through the Tech line on 
many occasions. Aaron, at half, used 
good judgment when the Bulldogs 
crowded him on punts and passes and 
was easily the toe star of the fray.

In the best ]Jayed home game of 
the season, Coach Prather's Demons 
vanquished the Stephen F. Austin 
Lumberjacks to the tune of 6-0 at 
Noimal Field, Friday, November 4. 
The teams were about equally 
matched in weight but the Demons 
outplayed the visitors throughout a 
fast, well fought game. 

The Demons started off with a 
bang, making a touchdown in the 
f irly part of the first quarter. A 
3"> yard pass, Aaron to Hanchey, put 
the ball deep in Texas territory. 
Several line bucks by Mac and Ham- 
ilton carried the oval to the 1 yard 
line, and McKellar went over for the 
only marker of the game. The place 
kick for extra point was wide. 

Neither team threatened scoring 
the remainder of the half, but after 
a poor beginning in the second half, 
the Normal players found themselves 
and started a determined march to 
the goal line — only to have it stopped 
in the danger zone. Late in the third 
quarter Normal had possession of the 
ball on the 16 yard line, but Texas 
braced and the ball went over. The

She gave a brief sketch 
of the evolution of the human eye 
and the predictions of Dr. Thomas H. 
Shastid for the "eye" of the •oncom- 
ing race. 

Mr. Herbert Johnson, physics de- 
partment, explained the properties 
and various uses of the electro-mag- 
net. Mr. Johnson was able to give 
demonstrations in several instances 
to prove the points he had been stat- 
ing. 

Mr. Milton Sills, chemistry depart- 
ment, discussed the manufacture of 
rayon, or artificial silk. Among the 
processes employed are the viscose, 
nitro-cellulose, cupra-ammonia, cell- 
ulose acetate, and Chardonette pro- 
cesses. Each of these methods have 
been developed by chemists. The 
United States leads the world in the 
production; this success is due in 
large part to chemistry. Mr. Sills 
showed everyone present a skein of 
artificial silk floss and bits of rayon 
and silk cloth. 

Dr. Sharp spoke of his whole- 
hearted cooperation for the club, and 
'Mr. A. C. Maddox explained the de- 
ductions used by him in solving one 
of the more difficult of the puzzles 
recently printed by the Times Pica- 
yune. 

The Science Club is steadily grow- 
ing. This is evidenced by the fact 
that the vice-president, Miss Dyson, 
is having difficulty in finding time 
enough to give every one of the 
members his opportunity to address 
the club. It might be of interest to 
other cCubs and societies to note that 
the members of the Science Qlub 
did not hesitate to vote unanimously 
for longer periods of time for the 
next two club meetings in order to 
bridge this difficulty.

numerous bottled drinks, but — 
"Don't ever expect to get a drink of 
water," was the caution given the 
Circle. 

Eating a meal in a restaurant in 
France is in itself a novel experience. 
Especially in the bill is there a great 
difference from American customs. 
There are numerous items, such as a 
cover charge, a wine charge, a wa- 
ter charge, and the tip, besides the 
price of the meal. The total, how- 
ever is not greater than that of a 
similar meal obtained in America. 
The cooking is a great deal like that 
famous "New Orleans French Cook- 
ing." 

Monte Carlo — merely an alluring 
name to many peop'.e — has several 
sources of very real interest. Not the 
least of these is its political feature. 
This little province of about 6000 
population, situated on the Mediter- 
ranean coast of France, is entirely 
independent of the French govern- 
ment. Its ruler is the Prince of 
Monaco, who is an admiral in the 
French army. Gambling is the sup- 
port of the government of this prov- 
ince, no taxes being levied on the 
people. It is conducted in a very 
aristocratic manner, and the build- 
ings where the games are played are 
very beautiful. The people who are 
natives of Monte Carlo are not al- 
lowed to play. Those holding gov- 
ernmental positions anywhere in 
France are also barred from taking 
part. 

The old palaces, the home of Na- 
poleon, the Arc de Triomphe — these 
are the places of greatest interest in 
Paris. 

France, as well as the whole of 
Europe, caters to the old. Nothing, 
Y f>wever, is considered old, unless 
yB age is about three or four thous- 
and years. Americans, who want 
I everything to be new, should learn 
J more respect for the ancient, and 
f should try to preserve more of her 
j relics. 

Those now living in America who

Normal had the best of the argument 
in the first half, with Southwestern 
out-playing the Demons in the sec- 
ond half. The final score was 6-6. 

Normal started the game with a 
bang, scoring a touchdown in the 
first four minutes of play. The 
Demons again showed that any play 
is good when the opposition does not 
expect it. They received, and pulled 
a forward pass on the first paly, and 
from their own 25 yard line. This 
was one of the two passes tried by 
the locals and they completed it for 
about fifteen yards.

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CITIZENSHIP— OF PRESENT 

NOT FUTURE 

CONSIDERATION 



. In a recent talk before the Assem- 
bly of the State Normal, Prof." Good 
declared that true patriotism called 
for caref ul study to do one's' part 
in making the laws of his country, 
and ' that unless one takes part in 
every election he does not fill ' this 
important role. Such a statement is 
deserving of acclamation, and it is 
to be deplored that men and women, 
residents, they cannot be called cit- 
izens, of the United States have so 
small a realization of this respons- 
ibility. The duties and obligations 
of citizenship are as foreign to them 
as flood control to the Sahara. They 
are content to rise to the strains of. 
the Star Spangled Banner, and wave 
a flag furiously on fourh of July, 
considering themselves, thereby, duU- 
ful and loyal citizens. 

In return for the protection of 
liberty and rights, and the further- 
ance of their prosperity, the Ameri- 
can man and woman give to country 
and government, a cursory reading 
of the front page of the New York 
Times, or the Tribune. 

The situation is indeed lamentable, 
and corrective measures are in or- 
der, the greatest of which would be 
a realization by the American youth 
that citizenship is not a matter of 
future consideration, but one of ut- 
most present importance. They er- 
roneously believe that they may con- 
tinue in blissful ignorance of Politi- 
cal Science, until the crossing of that 
twenty-first year, at which time 
knowledge wiil miraculously dawn, 
together with that newly acquired 
voting power. Thus assured that they, 
are future citizens, having had it so 
drilled into their heads at every 
grammar school program, and in ev- 
ery high school speech of their young 
lives, the fact that they have quite 
definite and undeniable duties of 
present citizenship has long since 
ceased to present itself. Authorities 
fail to realize that ample citizenship 
training, and instruction in Political 
Science are indispensible to the 
building up of the proper ideals, and 
our American youth in turn fail to 
avail themselves of the opportunities 
afforded. A correction of this con- 
dition is in immediate order and un- 
til the proper steps are taken,, and 



the desired results obtained, there 
can be no real American citizenship; 
no fulfillment of the moral obliga- 
tion due a nation whose name and 
protection is borne.

Science Club Has 
Interesting Subjects 
Presented at Last Meet 





The Science Club met in regular 
session Friday night, January 20, 
1928, and the following program wa6 
given : 

The first number, "Chemistry's 
Contribution to Automobile Trans- 
portation," by James Gray, was very- 
good. In the talk he gave a brief 
history of the Automobile. He stated 
that the principal raw material used 
in the manufacture of them were 
rubber, gas, and iron alloys. TIhj 
automobile has ceased to be merely a 
luxury, but today it is of industrial 
service as well. 

Miss Josie Dyson gave an inter- 
esting talk on "How Radio Waves 
Are Generated and Received," in 
which she explained how the Ethel- 
waves started and how the sound 
waves were received. She also dem- 
onstrated the method by which waves 
are sent and. received. 

The third number, Chemistry's Aid 
to Industrial Economics, was well 
presented by Hyams Cloutier, who 
said that by means of Chemistry the 
waste seen about us can be made in- 
to useful articles. He mentioned 
glues, toilet articles, and paints as 
being a few of the many valuable 
products manufactured from waste 
materials.

TOM SKEYHILL APPEARS 

AT STATE NORMAL 

(Continued from Page 1) 

obey the laws; teach them the essen- 
tials of freedom ; teach them to be- 
come world citizens teach them the 
way of Washington, Lincoln, and 
Wilson," declared Mr. Skeyhil'. 

To have heard Tom Skeyhill 
is to have come under the spell 
of one c,f the most magnetic 
speakers of the age. Tom Skeyhill 
makes one think; he makes his 
word pictures so vivid that the 
listener drifts, as it were, far 
away to the scene that is being 
described, and comes back with 
a start only after the climax is 
reached, and he realizes that it 
is all a castle in the air. 
Tom Skeyhill nukes any subject 
interesting and gripping. He is a 
genius when it conies to painting 
word pictures. He remains with one. 
One can never forget Tom Skeyhill. 

A brief biographical sketch of Tom 
Skeyhill follows: 

Tom Skeyhill is a young Austral- 
ian, a soldier, a poet, a world trav- 
eler, student of literature, political j 
economy, and world affairs. He was , 
stricken stone-blird fighting the 
Turks at Dardanelles and spent three | 
years of the last twelve in total 
darkness. Miraculously he recovered 
iiis sight in 1918 — and he is today 
one of the most popular and most 
sought lecturers of the American 
platform. Since 1915 he has visited 
many lands and crossed many seas, 
has traveled over a quarter of a mil- 
lion miles, and las visited every 
European country except Portugal. 

In 1919 he at.ended the Paris 
Peace Conference and immediately 
afterwards he appeared for the first 
time as a professional lecturer. In 
1920 he ran the lines into Soviet 
Russia to study Bolshevism at first 
hand, and made a thrilling escape 
from that country after being robbed 
and undergoing other harrowing ex- 
periences. He was back in Europe 
again in 1922, attending the Geneva 
Conference, visitirg the Near East 
and studying post-war conditions in 
practically all of the European coun- 
tries. 

Mr. Skeyhill has written a play, 
"Sky Light," which is to be produced 
at Detroit in early fall. It is psycho- 
logical study of shell-shock victims, 
with a spiritualistic twist to it, that 
promises an enthusiastic reception by 
American dram?, lovers. A Broad- 
way presentation is planned for late 
fall. 

Mr. Skeyhill reurned in January, 
1925, from a three months' tour in 
Italy, studying Fascism for a lecture 
on Italy's Dictator and Italy's poli- 
cies. "The Fascisti do not rule Italy 
— they are Italy!'' This is the key- j 
note of Mr. Skeyhill's message.

The mem- 
bers must be competent, efficient and 
trustworthy. They must foster high 
ideals and work for their attainment.

Normal 
is proud of its enrollment in this field 
of work, for we feel that in a small 
way we are contributing our share 
for the carrying on of part of the 
world's work.

OF STATE BOARD

lations that have been laid down by 
the authorities of the school. Af- 
. ter consideration, two hundred sixty- 
five of the signers withdrew their 
names. The petition was sent to 
the State Board of Education, and 
was given by a member of this body 
to the Associated Press, which circu- 
lated it throughout the state. 

At a meeting of the Senior Class 
last Wednesday night, February 15, 
members of which formulated the 
petition and circulated it throughout 
the dormitories, an unanimous vote 
was made, expressing regret that the 
class had gone over the heads of au- 
thorities in asking for a probe. They 
also confirmed and reiterated their 
request for an investigation by an 
impartial committee, satisfactory to 
the authorities of the college, and to 
the students. 

President Roy stated Thursday 
that he was heartily in favor of a 
survey of conditions, rule;:, and reg- 
ulations of the college, and that he 
would welcome Student Government. 

Friends of the college deplore the 
fact that the leadership of the grad- 
uates was attacked in the petition. 

67 per cent of the trained element- 
ary teachers of the State at present 
are graduates of the State Normal 
College. The college now has over 
six thousand graduates, and for 
forty-three years, it has been the one 
big force educationally in the State. 
State Superintendent T. H. Harris 
states in his "Story of Public Edu- 
cation in Louisiana," page 64, that: 
"The establishment of the State 
Normal School was by far the most 
important one thing ever done in 
Louisiana in the interest of public 
education." Mr. Harris refers to 
the Alumni of the school as being 
crusaders in Education, because 
"they are saturated with the notion 
of their mission." 

Of the parish superintendents of 
Louisiana, twenty, or 31% per cent, 
are graduates of Normal. Thirty- 
four professors and instructors in the 
four higher institutions of learning 
of Louisiana are graduates of the 
State Normal College. Seventy-four 
of the high school principals of the 
state were graduated at Normal; 
they received their first inspiration 
as teachers within her walls. Of the 
staff in the State Department of 
Education, the following are gradu- 
ates of Normal: T. H. Harris, State 
Superintendent; C. F. Trudeau, High 
School Inspector; John M. Foote, 
Head Division of Educational Service 
and Information; Dr. M. S. Robert- 
son, Assistant Elementary Supervis- 
or; J. W. Bateman, Assistant State 
Agent of Rural Schools (colored) ; 
A. M. Hopper, Rural School Super- 
visor. 

Normal has supplied eminent 
teachers to other states as well as to 
Louisiana, notably, Mrs. Mattie O'- 
Daniel Rinsland, Superintendent of 
Tishomingo County, Oklahoma; Mrs 
Bertha Cooke Sanders, Superintend- 
ent of Franklin County, Ark.; D. G. 
Armstrong, President of District Ag- 
ricultural College, Ark.; Dr. R. K. 
Nabours, Department of Entomolo- 
gy, Kansas Agricultural College, 
Manhattan; M. C. Taylor, High 
School Principal, Albuquerque, N. 
M.; Mrs. Dorothy Reagan Wheelis, 
prominent teacher of Los Angeles; 
Miss Roberta Newell, New York 
City. 

Besides, Normal graduates have 
held, or presently occupy eminent 
positions in public life, such as the 
judgeships of federal and state dis- 
trict courts, president of the State 
Senate, state senatorships, state rep- 
resentatives, etc. ; others are emin- 
ent lawyers, physicians, ministers, 
bankers, authors, etc. 

Therefore, to the fairminded in- 
dividual, the State Normal College 
graduates as a whole are leaders and 
it is absolutely unfair to attack them, 
as was done in the petition. 

In view of the fact that no organ- 
ization is perfect, the CURRENT 
SAUCE believes that conditions may 
be bettered at the State Normal Col- 
lege, but the staff takes a stand 
iagainst the method used in securing 
this change.

Mr. Harris expressed approval over 
the fact that the proper emphasis is 
placed upon the conduct of the 
young men and women who attend 
the college. He said that the dis- 
cipline respects in all proper manner 
the rights and feelings of the stu- 
dents. He declared that, while the 
Normal studtents are treated kindly, 
the discipline of the school safe- 
guards their conduct to the extent 
that all parents in the state are per- 
fectly safe in sending their sons and 
daughters to this institution with the 
assurance that their conduct will be 
safeguarded. 



especially in matters of discipline, 
tonight declared that he did not re- 
gard the complaints as being of 
great importance and expressed con- 
fidnce in President Roy's adminis- 
tration. 

Mr. Harris said it was his opinion 
that the demands of the complaining 
students should He treated with the 
proper courtesy, and he would ask 
the president of the state board of 
education to authorize the committee 
on education of the state board to 
visit the Noimal in the near future 
and make such investigation as it 
might think proper and then make a 
report to the board. 

Mr. Harris held conferences with 
the leaders of the senior class who 
are sponsoring the demand for great- 
er privileges, principUly for seniors 
and juniors, and discussed with Pres- 
ident Roy and his administrative 
aids the methods of discipline em- 
ployed by the college. He said many 
of the students interviewed ex- 
pressed the opinion that there 
should be fewer restrictions on the 
conduct of students but when asked 
what additional privileges they de- 
sired, they were unable to name with 
definiteness the types of additional 
freedom desired, and they all agreed 
that any student under the present 
management is able to get just about 
any rights and privileges he ought 
to have. 

The statements made by practic- 
ally all of those interviewed were 
to the effect that, while the institu- 
tion is administered in a kind and 
sympathetic spirit, the upper class- 
men feel that they should be permit- 
ted in large measure to do just about 
as they please, so long as their con- 
duct does not violate any funda- 
mental or essential regulations of the 
institution.

The Sociology 423 classes made a 
trip to Pineville last Thursday to 
visit the State Colony and Training 
School for the Feeble-minded and the 
Insane Asylum. 

At the State Co'ony the class saw 
every type of Feeble-minded. Those 
who are capable of learning have spe- 
cially trained teachers to teach them. 
Little can be done however, in aca- j 
demic work. The industrial training 
suits the Feeble-minded person much 
better. The Industrial department, i 
it was seen, is handicapped by lack 
of equipment. Doctor Stafford, su- 
perintendent of the School, stated 
that there was a long waiting list that 
is daily increasing. 

After lunch the class went to the 
Insane Asyium where groups were 
formed to be taken through the In- 
stitution. A doctor went with each 
group, explaining the type of insan- 
ity, and the causes. 

After the excursion through the 
dormitories and dining hall, the 
groups met in the auditorium. Spe- 
cial cases were lectured on as to the 
type and cause of the insanity. 

It was stated that 60 to 75 per 
tent of the insanity in the state is 
due to heredity. Also that there has 
been an increase of 10.9 per cent 
per year, and if that increase contin- 
ues, in four hundred years the entire 
population of America will be insane. 
The other causes of insanity are so- 
cial diseases, alcohol, and to some 
extent, the greater nervous tension 
that advancement in civilization has 
brought to th;; life of everv indivad- 
ual.

The Louisiana State Normal Col- 
1 lo~e was rated in the A-l class along 
; with 22 other teachers' colleges in 
the United States at a meeting of the 
American Association of Teacher:-' 
Colleges in Boston, Mass., last week, 
according to President V. L. Roy, 
who represented the State Normal at 
the meeting. 

The State Normal holds member- 
ship in the American Association of 
Teachers' Col'eges, the Southern As- 
sociation of Teacher Training Insti- 
tutions, and the Southern Associa- 
tion of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. A graduate of the State 
Norm*] College is eligible to teach in 
any secondary school in Louisiana. 

During the last six years the State 
Normal of Louisiana has more then 
doubled its attendance, 1,919 stu- 
dents being enrolled in the college 
department in residence last year. 
At present 900 students are enroPed 
and 625 are taking courses through 
the mail. The Normal now has more 
than 6,000 graduates; sixty-seven 
per cent, of the trained elementary 
teachers of the state are graduates 
of this college. 

Situated in a picturesque section 
of the state, the Louisiana State 
Normal College with its permanent 
dining hall, its modern fireproof 
dormitories, its splendid academic 
buildings and its beautiful campus 
afford an environment for study 
second to none in the state. Every 
effort has been made to surround 
the students with an atmosphere of 
true school spirit. Tne literary so- 
cieties and clubs, the music organiza- 
tiens, the college publications, and 
ths religious organizations inspire 
the students to carry out the best 
educational principles into the state. 

The cost of attending the State 
Normal is small, the entire expenses 
of a term of twelve weeks being but 
$83.50. Practically any course may- 
be pursued at the State Normal. 
Thus a student may secure a founda- 
tion for any of the professional cours. 
es as well as the courses that will fit

Nor in their tracing have they for- 
gotten the pirate who scoured the 
shores of the muddy Red in those 
Jays before the hand of civilization 
had rested upon sunny Louisiana. 
They have tra<;eu the French, headed 
tjf St.- Denis, that gallant Frenchman 
who built a fort here in sight of the 



college campus in 1714, the first 
white settlement in the original Lou- 
isiana Purchase. The Spanish, too, 
and their bartering with the Indians 
have a place in the book along with 
the French. 

The pleasant, carefree plantation 
days are also depicted by the modest 
Arcadian girl who helps spin the yarn 
for the family clothing. Then came 
the days of strife and the war be- 
tween the states when the old plan- 
tation heme was sold to the Sacred 
Heart Nuns, who established a con- 
vent on the present site of the cam- 
pus. Many gray-clad wounded sol- 
diers of the Battle of Mansfield were 
nursed back to health by the nuns at 
•:he old convent. 

As Louisiana prospered after the 
Civil war the convent was purchased 
by the state in 1884 and the Stats 
N'ormal school of Louisiana founded. 
To portray vividly the 44 years' his- 
toi y of the college during which time 
more than 6,000 students have been 
graduated ficm the Normal, styies in 
iress of the last four decades are
